Attorney Speaks for Mrs. 

McMaines 

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - 
A woman subpenaed in New 
Orleans District Attorney Jim 
Garrison’s probe of the Kenne- 
dy assassination refuted Mon- 
day the testimony of one of 
Garrison’s star witnesses, ac- 
cording to her attorney. 

Lex Hawkins of Des Moines 
said Mrs. Sandra Moffett Mc- 
Maines, 23, denied that she at- 
tended a party in New Orleans 
in September, 1963, at. which 
Garrison claims the assassina- 
tion of John F. Kennedy was 
plotted. . ; 

Lawyers for Clay L. Shaw of 
New Orleans, who is charged : 
with conspiring to murder Pres- 
ident Kennedy, took deposition 
testimony from Mrs. McMaines 
during a 40-minute session in 
Hawkins’ office. 

Mrs. McMaines, a former girl 
friend of Perry Raymond Russo, 
one of Garrison’s chief wit- 
nesses, has refused to return 
to New Orleans. 

“She testified that she met 
Russo in the fall of 1962 and 
dated him but that she did not ; 
attend a party in September of 
1963 where the conspiracy al- 
legedly took place,” said Hawk- ; 
ins. 

“In effect, she completely re- 
futed the testimony of Mr. Rus- 
so,” he said. !•
